Btrok’s Horror or Growing Fat—^ There was one most amiable trait in 
Byron's character, to which none of his biographers have done justice, although 
it showed his superior judgment, no less than his exquisite taste, and refined sen¬ 
sibility ; namely, liis horror to growing fat. In fatness there is most assuredly 
neither poetical nor moral fltueaa; corpulency, or any tendency to it lieing a very 
unseemly garb for so exceedingly rare and ethereal a quality as genius. Wc do 
not believe there is a single instance of a great poet, or great genius of any kind, 
(setting aside Gibbon,) who has been remarkably fat. Look at Dante’s lank 
jaws, us we behold him in his portraits ; or again, that living personification of 
gaunt famine, Paganini; and then doubt the corrcetness of our theory. What 
waa fatal to Napoleon 1 Not fate, but three quarters of it—fat! While hs was 
a lean starveling, his star wits in its ascendancy ; but le petit corporal grew cor¬ 
pulent, and showed, like Falstofir, a most wonderful “ alacrity in sinking.” 
Justly, therefore, does the Poet, say : 

“ Twns flit, not fate, by which Napoleon fell.”

If a number of atone* or rhiuks of wisk1(*ucIi .is are found on the 
ion) lie thrown out on the ice, tlie ducks that are flying at a great distance, on 
ie look nut for ImleH, will mistake them for durks feeding, and fly (o tliem or near 
inusii to be shot. These stones, when viewed separately, bear a very faint rc- 
imblance to ducks; yet I lie taut ensem/iU, when seen from a distance, has very 
iucIi the appearance of n flock. Ducks rnrvcd of wood nnd painted would nn- 
grer the pur|mse much Ix-tter. I have often seen flocks of ducks light down on 
ie ice amongst the stones before they discovered llieir mistake. 

When the lee break* up air-1 conies floating down in large masses, tin- gunners 
j out in their bouts, dressed in a suit of white linen; and their boats U-ingof the 
ime colour, look like cukes of ise. The ducks will suffer them to come within 
tooting distance, if they float with the current; hut if iliey attempt to work up 
(ainst it, the ducks wift fly; for they know that iet never run* nguinst the cur- 
:at. This sjMirt is prosurea by labour and exposure, tail often reward* tlie gun- 
rr. 

Tlie art of killing ducks is not to be acquired without an apprenticeship; and 
tless the person who undertakes it lias a passion for it, kc is not likely ever to 
com*- expert or successful. Any one may kill ducks silting, in n flock, if they 
• aear; but the greatest difficulty is in learning how to practice the stratagem* 
teessnry to get near enough. Tlie gunner should know now to tole, to mniuru- 
■c s skiff, and to shoot smglr ducks on the wing. He should he an accurate 
dge of distances, bvsclt on the water and in the air: lie must have a strong eye 
nil a steady hand; and never liable to be thrown of his guard by surprise or ex- 
lenient. Hr should Is- bold, patient, experienced, and hardy. He must risebe- 
re dawn in tlie coldest weather, or lie ex|iosed during tlie night, iu his skiff, 
nougst drifting ice; and often stand half leg deep in the marsh for ltoura, to 
bide the pelting of the pitiless storm.” Tlie ducks fly nearer the points in a 
orm jf ilixt ur snow. 

A great deal has bo-n said abotit killing on the wing by shootinga-lieud ofthe 
nl; but the l>r*t shots, of whom I have iuqiiimi, all inform me that they never 
m a-head of a duck passing them. Inn directly at its bead or neck, keeping their 
U.is moving with it when they pull the trigger; and they all say that ducks can- 
lit lie killed with certainty iu any other maimer. 

The dip|ier is seldom killed, either flying or sitting. This duck flies like an ar- 
nv, generally almut a foot from the aurfa e; nud dives from tlie air into the wa- 
r at the flash, quick enough to avoid the shot. I walked up near some twenty 

S *rs feeding: the other docks that were with them flew, but they remained 
in twenty-five yards of me. They stopped diving and fixed their eyes on me 
ithout moving. Knowing that they were not so rusily killed on the water, 1 
dittoed, to make them fly from me, intending lo shoot after them; but they re- 
sed to rise, and sat all in readiness. I put up my gun several times to deceive 
em, nnd took it down again, without firing. At length, when I thought they 
ere off their guard, I fired my percussion gun at tliem. The shot inode the wa- 
r boil where they hod been sitting close together; hut every one of them dove 
ter they saw the blnze at the muzzle, and before the shot reached them, and, 
lining up one at a time, flew away.
